In the Course of hurnnn rvenhH, it he- 
4 fj c^omeft necessary for one people Ui dlftsolve the 
SHihUeht bands which have connected them 
with Another, and to aMume amoni; the powers of 
the earth, the separate and eotjul slaUon to which 
the Laws of KoLure and of Nature's God entitle 
them, a decent respect to the opUhona of mankind 
reouares that they should declare the causes which 
impfl them to the separation. 


We hold Ihese truUis to be sdf-cvsdenL that all 
men arc created equal, that they are endowed by 
Iheir QmtI.or with certain imallcnaUlc Hlghts* that 
umonir these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit ol 
Happiness* That to secure tnesc rights. Govern- 
men Is are instituted amons Men. tlerlvlng their 
just powers from the consent of the governed. That 
whenever uny t*’orm of Oovernmont becomes de- 
strucUve of thsKa ends, It Is the Hl«ht of the Peo- 
ple to alter or to abolish it, and to Institute new 
GovcrtimcriL, laying its foundation on such prin- 
ciples and organizing Its powers In such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
Safety and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dic- 
tate that Governments long catabll&hcd should not 
l>e changed for light and transient causes^ and 
accordingly all experience hath shewn, that man- 
kind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are accustomed. But when 
a long train of aUu&ei^ and usurpations, pursuing 
Irrvanably the siimc object, evidence a design to 
reduce them under absolute Despotism. U is their 
right, It In their duty* to throw off such Oovern- 
ment. imd to provide new Guards for their future 
security. Such has been the patient suffcranca of 
these UoloiUes: und such is now the necessity 
Which cunstralns them to alter their former Sys- 
tems of Government, The history of the present 
King of Great Britain Is a history of repeated In- 
juries and usurpations, all having In direct object 
the establishment of an absolute Tyranny over 
these States. To prove this, let Facts be sub- 
mitted to a candid world. 


He ho^ afTected lo render the Military Independ- 
ent of and superior lo the ClvU power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a 
JurisdlcHon foreign to our constitution and unac- 
knowledged by our laws; giving his Assent to their 
Acts of pretended Leglslallon: For Quartering large 
bodies of armed troops among us: For protecting 
them by a mock Trial from punishment for any 
Murders which they should commit on the In- 
habiianta of thrse Slates: For cutting off our 

Trade with all parts of the world: For imposing 

Taxes on us without our Consent: For depriving 

us in many cases of the benefits of Trial by Jury: 
For tran.sport Lni; us beyond Seas to be tried for 
pretended ofTrnses: For abolishing the free Sya- 

tep of English Laws In a neighbouring Province, 
establishing therein an Arbitrary government, and 
enlarging its BuLindgrics so as to render It at once 
an exampic and fit Instrument for Introducing the 
same absolute rule Into these Colonics: For lakinC 
away our Charters, abolishing our most valuable 
Laws and altering fundamentally the Forms of our 
povernmenta: For auspentUttg our own Legisla- 
ture and declarlriK themselves^ inve.siiHl with i3:»aer 
to legislate for us In all cases whatsoever. 




e has abdicated Governmeat here by declaring 
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us out of his Proiecuon and waging Wtr 
against us 

He has plundered our seas, ravished our Cooe'.a. 
burnt our towns, and destroyed the lives of our 
people. 


He Is at this time transporting large Armies of 
foreign Mercenaries to complete the works of 
death. dcsoliLMmi and ( yranny. already begim wUh 
circumstances of cruelty and perfidy scarcely 
paralleled In the most barbarous ages, and totally 
unworthy the Head of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken 
Captive on the high Seas to bear Arms against 
t-heir Country, to become the executioners of their 
fnends and Brethren, or to fall themselves by 
their Hands, 


c has refused his Assent to Laws, the most 
^Li wholesome and necessary for the public good 
He has forbidden his Governotc to pass Laws 
of immediate and pressing importance, unless sus^ 
pended in their operation till his Assent should be 
obuiiiied, and when so suspended, he has utterly 
neglected to attend to them. 

He hail refused to pass other Lawn tor the ac- 
commodation of large districts of people, unless 
those people would relinquish the right of Repre- 
sentallon In the LegUiaiure, a right Inestimable to 
them and tormidable to tyrants only. 

He has cat led together legislative bodies at 
pluecFi, unubEiuL uncumfurtablc. und dintunt from 
tht' depository of their public Records, for the sole 
puLpo^e of faUguing them into compliance wUh his 
m Canutes, 

He has dissolved Eepresentative Houses repeat- 
edly* lor opposing with manly hrmness his In- 
va,^ions on the righis of the people* 

He has relujied lor a long time, alter such dls- 
soJutlons, to cause others to be elected; whereby 
the Legistuilve powers, mcapable of Annihilation, 
have returned to the People at large lor Ihelr 
exv*cisL-, ihc Stale leuiaimng in the tneanUTne 
exposed to all the dangers of invasion from wlth- 
ouL and convulsions within. 

He Ims eudeuvoied to prevent the population of 
these States] for ihai purpo.se obstructing the 
Laws lor Naturalization of Foreigners ; refusing to 
pa.ss olhej;, tu encourage their MUgraliona httner, 
and rai.'hng the conditions of new Apuroprlallons 
cii Lands. 

He has obstructed the AdmlnUtratlon of Justice, 
by reiusing his A.ssent to Laws lor establishing 
Judiciary powers. 

He haa made Judges dependent on hla Will 
alone* for the tenure of their ofhcea* and the 
amouni and payment of their salaries. 

He has erected a mulmude of Nrw Offices* and 
sent hither swarms of ufficers lo harass our peO' 
pie* and eat out their substance. 

He has kept amurjg us, m Limes of peace. Stand- 
ing Annies, wuhout ihe Consent of our legislaiures 


He has excited do'mestlc insurrections amongst 
us* and has endeavoured to bring on the inhabi- 
tants of our ijoniiers, the merciless Indian Sav- 
ages* whose known rule of warfare is an undis- 
tinguished destruction of all ages* sexes and con- 
ditions* In every stage of Lhei^ie Oppressions We 
have Petitioned lor Redress in the most humble 
terms. Our rcpraled Petitions have been an- 
swered only by lepeaied injury A Prince* whose 
character Is thus marked by every act which may 
define a Tyrant. Is unfit lo be the ruler of a free 
people. Nor have We been wanting in attention 
lo our BnUsli brethren. We have warned them 
from time lo time of attempts by their legislature 
to extend an unwanantable Jurisdiction over ux 
We have romlndfd them of the circumjitancea of 
our emigration and settlement here, We have ap- 
pealed to their riaflve justice and magimnimtty 
and we have conjured them by the tics of our 
common kindred to disavow these usurpatlonf* 
which would inrvttably Interrupt our conneciioni 
and correapondence. They too have been deaf to 
Ihe voice of justice and of con.'^anguinlty. We must 
therefore* acquiesce in the necessity, which de- 
noimces our Separation, dnd hold them* as we

THEREFORE, the Representatives of the 
■jgy United StiUCft of America, In General Con- 
grcHs* Assembled, appealing to the Supreme 
Judge of the world I or the rectRude of our intcn- 
Uons do, In the Name, and bj authority of the auod 
People of these Colonics, solemnly publish and de- 
clare, That these United Colonies are, and of Right 
ought to be, Free and Independent States: that they 
are Absolved from all Allegiance to the BrUlah 
Crown* and that all polUical connection between 
them and the State of Great Britain Is and ought 
to be totally dusulved; and that as Free and Inde- 
pendent States* they have full Power to levy War* 
conclude Peace, contract AUiances* establish Com- 
merce* and to do ail other Acts and Things which 
Independent States may of right do. And fui the 
support of this Drclaratlon, with a Grm reliance 
on the protection of Divine Providence* we mutu- 
ally pledge to each other our Lives, our Fortunes, 
aud our siicird Honor,

is two million dollaisi monthly. However^ yonr Trus- 
tees are eontident tliat working together, planning 
afiead^ that every obstacle can he met. 

We have taken step>s in tiie past two yea is to ]nit 
our ]>lan on a more stalile footing. The IBEW, by 
referendum, rais(sl the years of service rcHpiired to 
draw u a inontli jiension for all tiiose Joining 
after iMay 1, 11)52. An intensive invest meul program 
was Jannelied whereby every dollar in oVU' Pension 
Funds was put lo work, earning more tlollars to 
build our reserve.s. In llte Hmilierliood, during tlie 
Twenty- Fifth Anniveisiai'y Year of the I’ensioii Fund, 
the IBEW inaugurated a Silver dubilee Program, 
whereby its local unions, meinbei's and friends, loan 
money to the l^ension Fund, and the interest on these 
invested funds is athb^I to the reserves. 

These steps have helped to make our Pension Plan 
more secure. Now there is one addilional point which 

should made 
here in this Trus- 
tees' Tte]ioiU, re- 
garding the steps 
which we of NE- 
CA and IBEW 
have taken to 
stabilize our plan. 
1'liere is an in- 
equ liable silua- 
lion wbicdi exists 
and which we are 
M.tt e 111 pi i n g to 
remedy. There 
ai'C mei niters of 
lire NEC A who 
do not feel that it is rigid or fair for them to have 
to fiay imo a pension fund for Electrical Wtirkers, 
even a fund that Ls niateheil by employe eoiU rilmtions, 
when employers in other branches of our trade, utility 
and manufacturing for exam]>le, whose enijdoyes, who 
are ^'A'' mein hers, also benefil from the fund, arc 
not re<iuired to eontribute. Now the officers of tlie 
IBEW and many of its members, do not think that 
Ihis is just and fail* eitlier, and l.liey are working cm 
the problem. Already thew Jiave prevailc'd ii)Km some 
of the utility comj>anics with wlneh they have con- 
tracts, to pay into the fund. They have gottc^n local 
unions with mcmbei*s empioyod as business agents or 
other full time employes, to pay into the fund. At 
every IBEW I^rogress Meeting held this year, the 
International I^resident has informed all delegates 
present regarding the sitnatiem and urged them to 
start at once to correct the situation. Al tla^ !I>EAV 


t 'onvcntimi in August of lliis year, botli the IBEW 
and the NEC A ex|>eet remedial ]>roposals to be made. 

Now lie fore we go on to tiie usual analysis of otir 
statistical rei>orts, we want to stress a most important 
f>art of this report. We sjieak of the numhers of 
f>ersoiis on i>ension, In otlier charts they ajipcar as 
statistics to make the bars rise ami fall. But to us, 
wc of tlie NEC A and JBEW, tliey are not merely 
stallstics. If tlicy were, we would not he so keenly 
concerm^d ahmit our Pensum Plan ami making it 
strong and secure. We have learned what $50 a 
moiitln added to savings and social secui'ity iKnicfils, 
can mean to men wfio have gh'en their lives to the 
elect rieal industry. Last year we reatl you n letter, 
a tv]>ical letter from a pensioner, that impressed you 
all. W<^ get such letters every day. 

^bsiei'diiy one eaiue from -lolm 4 of 

Boston, Massachusetts. It said in part: 

“ East week 1 rt^ad in llu^ paj>er about life ex- 
pectancy rising so imich in the ]>ast 10 years and 
I was glad, T can tell you I wouldn't be so 

glad if it wasn't for m,v $50 eniiiing in every 
moiilh from you i>eo]>le. U lias meant the dif- 
ference to my wife arid me hiPween existing and 
living, 5Ve thank yon and all who make the 
pension iiossible from the bottom of our heaidsF^ 

And here's another, from William B of 

Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, received just last week: 

“I’ve been living in an old people's liome for 
stmio time and T sure feel lucky to have my pen- 
sion coming in every inontlL It pays for medi- 
cines ami little luxuries tluH ki'ep me comfortable. 
Life wouldn’t mean much wilhoiit it." 

Those are the living, hreatliing statistics that re- 
cto ve our [>ension. There are 5,580 rea.siins today 
why we have lo kee]> working for our Pension Plan — 
the men who look forward to receiving it every 
month, and as years go on there will he more statistical 
reasons. 

But the benefit isn't all one sUled, Onr Ikmsion 
Plan is also helping to stahllizo the imlustry. Even 
if we were to disregard Ihe humane angle, wekl want 

to continue our 
Pension Plan as 
good business 
practice. Pen- 
sions take older 
workei's i)Ut of 
the fieEl and 
leave the jobs for 
,yo linger men. A 
man who draws 
pension, hut must 
abide by rules to 
keep it, is not go- 
ing to risk losing 
it by performing 
clecirical work al siibstamlard rates. Pensions act 
somewhat like insurance policies to onr irade.

Since PJ4Tj Labor's League for 
Political Education has been fairly 
Buccesfiful in teaching lalKn'a own 
memljership almut who arc the friends 
of labor and selling them on the idea 
that “rewarding friends and defc^at* 
ing enemies" in public ofhee* is a 
jirctty good idea* However, while La* 
bor's League was busy doing that, 
jieo]>le with other ideas wen* having 



quite an influence on the families of 
union members* The women’s vote 
was tremendnuBly important in the 
inr>2 election B when so many who are 
not friends of lalM>r were swept into 
nflice. 

The mothers of our nation were 
blinded to some of the very real issues 
that vitally concerncfl them* by the 
promise that their hoys would be 
home from Korea and no more would 
have to go — but there are still boys 
in Korea and there are draft calls 



evei*y month. Not that this is not 
necessary, !t is, hut those who made 
promises in the fall of T)2 knew that 
it was necessary also and that the 
promises were false ones. 

You Have !^Iuch at Stake 

If ever there was a time when the 
women of this country should be 
aware of some of the issues which 
are at stake, and fight for them, it 
is now* There is a concerted efTotl 
underway to take away many of the 
Iienefits %vhich organized labor and all 
friends of working pt»ople have gained 
little by little tUmiigh the years. 

Many of our women remember the 
days when there was no social securi- 
ty, When people became too o!<l to 
work, they movcsl in with marrie<1 
children, half starvcfl on meager sav- 
ings, or went to the county poor farm. 

Many of our wmmen will remem- 
ber the days, when if a man was out 
of work, there was no uneniFdoyment 
compensation* Some of our women 


may lemombcr the days ’ivhen their 
hiiahands worked 10 or XI hours a 
day with no overtime, and when his 
wage was small indeed. 

Little by little, working people have 
managed to accpiire a better life and 
some measure of security — but there 
are those who would like to take it 
away* That is why we women havi> 
got to lH*come educatinl fmlitically, 
know whal the real issues are, who 
our real friends are, vote for them 
and get eve ly body we can to vote 
for them also* 

AFL liecogiiizeH Influence of Women 

The American Federation of Lalmr 
realizes how impoT-tant the vote and 
the work of women in getting out 
the vote is. That is why Labor's 
League for Political Education, the 
AFL's political arm, established its 
Women's Divisian with a full time 
director, Mrs, Margaret Thornburgh, 
this spring. Here is a statement Mrs, 
Thornburgh issued recently for pule 
lication in labor papers and joui'naU; 

“As the director of the National 
LLPE Women's Division, I suggest 
Llml I he women of union families 
liecome active in politics. One author- 
ity has said: 'A part-time job gives 
a woman stdf-con fide nee, in that St 
gives a woman a chance to get away 
from home to gain a new perspec- 
tive*' 1 do not know of a lietter part- 
time job for a wife, mother or daugh- 
ter of a man who is a member of 
organized labrn*, than to work in llu‘ 
tKiUtica! field to help elect friends of 
labor.

“This would be l>eneiicial to her in 
two ways. First, it would g'ive her an 
oV>portunity to fi;et away from the 
ev'eryduy routine of housework. Sec- 
ond, it would help protect her fam- 
ily's standard of living/* 

Here’s lluw! 

We \tr^ all the women who read 
this pii(re to follow Mi'S. Thorn- 
burijh^s advice and do all that they 
can. We have so many wonderful or- 
ganizations of women's auxiliaries 
throuji^hout our Bred Ivor hood and po- 
litical activity would be a |ierfect 
work project for thcHii and one which 
they arc set up and have the ability 
and talent to do. Of course, first and 
foremost, each woman’s first duty is 
to sec that she herself is clij^ible to 
vote* — ^that is, re^ristcred and poll tax 
paid where one exists. Then she 
should see to it Uiat she is at the 
polls every election. That^s the fiist 
step. Then, havinir taken caje of 
“first thinjrs fij st,'' our ’women should 
do prednet work. They can call on 
families in their neijrhborhood, ex- 
plain the issues and leave literature. 
They cun help with camiiaigrts to get 
people registered and on Elect icm Day 
serve rm telephone teams to help get 
out Urn vote. Baby-sitting, driving 
cars, serving as watchers at the polls, 
helping pass out literature at the 
polls ai’e all important in every cam- 
paign. And ’women ai'c good at this 
sort of thing—really good. Mrs. 
Thornburgh says; 

“There is noticing that women can’t 
do if they make up their minds to do 
it. 1 have never seen a man \vho 
could outtalk a woman. And winning 
takes a lot of talking”

elect rituty to the csmsumi^r w'ill not 
lie greatly red need, hecnnsi' I'liel 
eosis anmimt to OTily ahoni 'JO fver- 
ccfil of the total Cfisl rif |iower prte 
dnetiou. And of course tin* expen- 
sive nuclear reaetors will offset 
tower fuel costs, at least for n 
mindu*r of years. 

But alomie power plants are on 
the way. It is estimatisl that with- 
in 10 Veal'S at h^ast 10 perccmt of 
all mwv elect rie i^^iwer plants in 
this emiiitry will be nuehsir pow- 
ered. As poinhsl out ahfive, these 
wilt siippleincnt. rather than re- 
place existing general irig systems, 
and take eare of the tiatiivu s ]iowor 
needs wbieh are imo'easing I'very 
ilny. 

There are other factors iuvolv**d, 
however, in addition to technical 
and engineering prohicms before 
atomic prnver plants can become 
a going cimeeru.

Tins 
da^fiification dales buck to the start 
of our union^ for as Hoon as then* 
w€re electric motors, they require<l 
the services (?f a nuitor repair imin* 
T(rtlaj% as in the pasU it is one of 
the highest skilled trades in the elec- 
tricnl industry. 

IjOokinjT back Ihrmi^rh the years, 
wt* see Iht* evolulUm of the electric 
motor from the com plica t*^d cumber* 
some old I).C. motor to the present 
day streamlined A.(*. motor, about M: 
the size of the old ti mol's. 

As the industry progressed, natur* 
ally more motois went fiiUi operation, 
and mcn e ex])erie act cl motor rep;ur 
men were nec<led to ki*i*p the et|iiip* 
rnent in operatum. As the industry 
advanced, so did the kimwlcdge of the 
repairman. 

One of our union shops doing only 
motor repair work is the Zeller Elec- 
tric Company, local ed in the rieiir 
south side of St, Louis. This shop 
was started in HMl) by Ed Zeller, 
Sr., one of the early motor repair men 
with Local No, 1. Zeller, after many 
yeai's of vvoik for various local motor 
repair shops, went Into business for 
himself. Me expandefi several times, 
and ItHlay i»rcupii?s his own building. 
He algo recently cmnpleled a new 
high bay addition where he handles 
largo work. 

Zeller Electric Comp.any is one of 
the fiiiest motor shops in our juris- 
diction. Our molfir sh*jp ugreement 
has Just been renewi^d at a subslan- 
lial increase in wages and fringe 
benefits. 

St. Louis is one of Ihe largest tmab 
iciil centers in the t iiited Slates. It 
Is known for Its hue ViUerans' Hos- 
pitals — one located fur many years in 
the JidTerson Harracks urea, and the 


newest in niidtown St. Louis. The 
latter is Hie John J. Chocorun, naini-il 
ffir vetermi th S. Congressman J, J. 
Clmcoran. 

In aildituin to these ho.spitnls, we 
also have the famous “I fames” group 
of hospitals, a part of Wiisbinglou 
Ibdversity, (.4t a laler date when 
the JfiruxAT. I'unH lilt? ”St. Louis, 
Gatewiiy to tlie Wesl” story, we hope 
to fully deBCrilir this wonflerful rnerl- 
fcal rentei ). 

En this group is the Barnard free 
skin and cancer hosjutal. This hos* 
pital is constructing a new building 
far the exclusive treatment of cancer 
and other biological am! physical 
problems. 

As pail of its new etpiipment, this 
hospital has installed one of tin* 
world’s largest machines for the 
treatment of cancer. Known as a 
” Beta Iron,” the machine cost 1180, OUri 
and produces 24,0on,0on volts. It was 
shippexJ to 8t. Louts knocked down 
and was movefi in, assembled, in- 
stalled and wired by Local No. 1 
men. 

There are only six of these ma- 
chines in existence, ami it appears 
that this is the first handled in its 
entirely exclusively by EB.E.W. 
members. 

Another fust for Local No. 1 is 
the new million dollar testing equip- 
ment for the Moloney Electric Com- 
pany, manufacturers of transform- 
ers. All new losling eipiit>ment was

Vacation Notes from 
Sequoia National Pork 

L. r. 13, SYRA( rSE, N.Y.— rkasufit 
and interesting experiences have 
crowded one finolher so rapidly that 
it would be dithcult to select one to 
deiwribi- in more detail for my friends 
in Local 42. Right now, I should be 
tcmptexl to picture this camp in the 
Sierra Nevada Mountain.s^ p.n’t (jf the 
Si^iuoia National Park In California, 
with the rushing Knweah River near- 
by that is alive with trout or to de- 
Bcribe the great Mnro Rock that rises 
almost perpendiculnr, from where I 
nil at the moment, to an elevallon of 
more than f>70f> feet — l,0f)Q feet above 
my trailer! Yesterday, we drove to 
Giant Forest on the summit of the 
mountain where the largx^sl tree in the 
world is growing"— the f:inious Gen- 
eral Sherman Sequoia that is more 
than 100 feet in circumference and 
270 foot in height. Its age is esti* 
mated to be more than 2,500 years — 
thx* oldest living thing in the world. 

However, to take spac*^ for describ- 
ing Sequoia would be denying space 
for other equally fascinating pliiees 
1 have visited since my last travel 
ctmpter. Fur iriitlaiicc, 1 might tell of 
my visit with friends in the moun- 
tain.'i high above Bisbeo, Arizona, who 
hnve blasted a tunnel I OHO feet long 
into the moii^^ains in seareh of silver. 
To reach their mining camp I had to 
drive the trailer over a rough narrow 
road that wound its way by hairpin 
turns from the valley to more than 
feet ele%-atioii through Monte- 
zuma pass, near okl Fort Huachuca of 
Apache warfare fame. Here I leamed 
to Inaxl charges of blasting powaler in- 
to previously li rilled holes and then, 
after lighting the fuse, to hurry to 
the tunnel entrance with only n 
miner's lamp on my tin kelly to light 
thi' way! 1 swear 1 made the UJOO 
feet in nothing flat! 

liut, again, that experience was but 
one of many for from there we cli-ove 
to Tombstone^ — the **City Too Tough 
To Die!” whx're the old Bird Cage 
Theatre is now a mureum flllcd with 
mementos of the wild and w^ooly 
western day.*? when Tombstone with 
its fabuSmis silver mines was a rival 
of San Francisco. Near the city le 
the equally famous Bootbill Cemetei*y 
that is filled with the bodies of men 
who were too slow on the draw when 
the law of the west was a rifle or 
revolver !

The t'lectrical work is being done 
by Fergus(jn Electric Company of 
Ituffialii, New York. Edward Gaynor, 
the supi'HnIendent for Ferguson, is 
a membi^r of Local 41 of Buffalo. 

Gene McCabe of Local HG is gen- 
eml foreman, with five other fore- 
men which include Warren Brown, 
Harold Geimer, William Ruscher, 
Orville Gri'en and Koy Goman* Ed’^ 
ward Connell, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Bitard of Local SG, is the steward 
on the j(ih and iloing a nice job* At 
the peak of const rurtion there were 
G4 electricians emtdoyed* 

The Niagara Mohawk feeds the 
substation with :^4,onn volts on the 
primary. The secondary side is 4*1 CO 
volts. The transformer Is a 2, *5011 
K.V.A. Wc bring the 4,in0 up to the 
second floor to the A and B substa- 
tion which ti'ansforms down to 480 
to 20ft volts. From A. sub, we take 
41 no volts in tlur office hiiilding tn the 
sub, C*, which supplies the offices, 
cafetenn, and the kit (die n. The office 
is uir-conditionefL U has *5,000 feet 
of walker flooi‘ duct which takes care 
of l(do|)hoo«, power atul Rignals* 

We inst idled r>,fKl0 fluorescent fix- 
liMos which opei'ate at 277 volts. We 
run a feciler fmoi n substalion to a 
load renter which has from six to 10 
magnetic switches and is controlled 
from a point at a column on the aisle 
that takes in the distance of four 
columns. We installed Allen- Bradley 
start and stop hut tons at the control 
center to control the lights* 

The Btnwt lighting is MeiTuiy' 
Vapor light series system of 23fH1 
volts. The parking area is lighted 
with MeiTury Vapor h'loinls on the 
top of n 50 foot play lime tower* All 
of thesi» lights arc controlled from 
the Guard House, 

Ferguson has a subcontract from 
Kskin and Herley to in.stall the pub- 
lic address system. The electric clock 
and belt i«jtstei]i is f*lLM. 

We must bring this to the attention 
of every electrician. One of the con- 
veyors on the job is called the process 
test line, H in a con\eyor which moves 
the television sets down the line to be 
tested in order to make sure that 
even' control is in working order. To 
do this, the conveyor has 117 V. 
regulated current and four voltage 
regulators on the line that feeds bus 
burs* On the conveyor belts or slots 
IS a travelling tmnafornier! spring 
type contactor and a receptacle and 
a single pole switch* 


Our elect rid a ns were working on 
one side of the conveyor installing 
the feeder to the voltage regulator 
and the millwrights were putting the 
slots on the conveyor. About every 
seventh slot has the transformer and 
receptacle and switch. 

The millwrights ataried to put 
these on. This Is strictly electrical 
Wf»rk. The slewai'd liaed to stop them, 
but they Wiiyldn'l listtm. Ed ('onnell 
called Johnnie Dmnms, who is out 
business manager, and in tum Johmiy 
culled Jerry WinlerolT* In the mean- 
lime the boys got awful sick and 
couldnT show up on the job the next 
tlay. Wc did get the millwrights to 
lay off. We received a decision to the 
effect that it was strictly electrical 
work, Johnny and JeiT>^ did an ex- 
cellent job with the situation and we 
are doing the work which belongs to 
us* 

The point that 1 want to bring out 
Ls to keep your eyes open at all 
times when there are millwrights on 
the job. They will try to steal all the 
work they can, no matter whtjse job 
it is. 

If they keep trying to steal our 
work, we will have to join the Car- 
piMiter and the millwright locais. As 
I see it, one day I he carpenter ia a 
carpenter foreman and in a few weeks 
he is back on the job as a millwright. 
What do you think?

During the rush to provide 
adeipiate copy, we omitted telling the 
editor that wc have one of the world *s 
really great men living among us, 
with all the modesty and unobl ni- 
si veneas that characterizes the truly 


great. Of Cana<lian birth, Dr* Ftrock 
Chisholm is a citizen that we are 
both proud and anxious to share with 
the rest of the world* His ability and 
knowledge are of the type that breaks 
down international barriers, and pro- 
motes >)etter understanding among 
nations- 

As an officer in the first World 
War, he receivcHl the Military Cross 
and Bar, later becoming Director 
General of .Army Medical Services 
for Canada. For some years Ur vras 
Deputy Minister of Health for Can- 
ada, being decorated for his work in 
the cause of national health* Later 
he became director of the United Na- 
tions World Health Organization, 
fiom wdiich position he riH^ently re- 
tired, coming to live in Victoria,

pressive, it was frightening* Coni|iar- 
ing his calm and reasoned approach 
to that of well known Government 
spokesmen, it seemed to me that here 
is a man that the trade unions should 
cooperate with to the fullesi extent 
in promoting that world wide move- 
ment to establish freedom from want, 
and freedom from fear. With the re- 
sources at our command, I believe 
that the trade union movement of 
North America should urge Dr, Brock 
Chisholm to embark upon a campaign 
of public information, not of the 
whirlwind election campaign type, hut 
rather the thoughtful approacli that 


having acknowledged the existence of 
a i remen day 5 problem, seeks a satis- 
factory solution on a scientific basis. 

Our own LB.E.W, could very well 
make a beginning hy inviting Dr, 
Chisholm to address our forthcoming 
con%*entton in Chicago. Not only 
would our delegates hear from a man 
who more than once has rocked the 
whole English speaking part of the 
world with his outspoken statements, 
we would be doing the world a ser\'- 
ice by giving him an opportunity to 
deliver his message* I hope that the 
International Organization will grasp 
this possibility of enhancing the value 
of our convention rather than invite 
speakers who have a police escort 
waiting for them outside the Con- 
vent ion Hall*

$2.95* Then on June 1, 1955, five 
cents making our scale $vUin, This 
agi'cenient is for tw*o years ending on 
May SI, 1955. 

It has been noted at our meet Inga 
that during the hot months our at- 
tendance was way below par mo at 
the Inst meeting in May a motion 
was passed to limit the meetings to 
one a month during June, July, 
August. The question of holidays de- 
cided that having the inectinge on 
the third Mondays would wtok out 
fine.

Profit-Sharing Plan 
Of Bakersfield Company 

I.. l'. 42», HAKKItSl'IKU), CALIF. 

— The A-€ Electric Company of Cali- 
fornia, with its main offices in Hak- 
erseld. Is a ]tp redative of the excel- 
lent work performerl by its many 
emidoyea* It lias taken steps to re- 
ward these employes for fmst favors, 
and to further jironiote Interest in the 


successful operation of the company. 
It has done this by makinjr it pos- 
sible for most of the employes to 
participate in a profit-sharing plan. 

This plan has numerous ramifica- 
tions, all designed for the lieneflt of 
the employe, U is, however* primarily 
set up for, and recommeiuled to be 
used as a retiremcuit fund. Retirement 
is at ajre fiO, unless the Roanl of

anniversary date, not more than 10 
years prior to his normal retirement 
date. Retirement is provbled on the 
same basis if an employe is tolully 
and permanently disublefL On retire- 
ment he receives the full amount 
credited to his account under one of 
the following options: 

(a) Monthly jiayments as nearly 
equal as practicable, Inil not less than 
S5fl per mouth. 

(b) Credit applied to pm chase of 
a life annuity contract. 

(c) Credits to be paid in one lump 
sum. On death of an employe* his 
designated beneficiary receives the 


amount cretliled to his account. 

This plan contains termination and 
severance clauses prorated on 10 
years of participation. It also has 
prevision for leave of absence due 
to military seiwice, sickness and nu- 
merous other reasons. 

The compniiy pays the full amount 
to this plan— 2-5 jiercent of the first 
|25dMHl of the net profits, plus in- 
creased (iercentages of the profits 
over that amtmnt; provided, however, 
payments are not in excess of 15 
(lercent of the compensation of the 
members of the plan. These contribu- 
tions are apportioned to each mem- 
l>er*s account in protKirtioii to his 
earnings.

volt transformers iu the fore^^round. 
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was able to observe and [miticipate 
in both meetinpfs and, it is the oidnion 
of this writer that the State conven- 
tion of the Eiectrlcnl Workers was 
a waste of Imth time and money. If 
this sounds like sour grapes, it could 
lie attributed to the fact that the 
first speech on the program was de- 
livered by a high salaried public re- 
lations exjiert from the power and 
light company. It w&r strictly ju‘o- 
Jiianagement and anti-labor with a 
major portion of the speech allotted 
to lambasting us for had leadership, 
lie stated no specific instance hut I 
gathered that if a union asked for 
more wages or better conditions, it 
was guilty of bad leadership; hut, if 
it did not do this, then it had good 
leaiiership, ,-\U in all it sounde<f like 
a tirade from Westbrook Pegler or 
some other high priced anti-labor 
writer. 

This writer belie vea that the power 
company could well forego the ex- 
p4?nse of their propaganda am! use 
that money to pay the one percent 
for pension for their I.B.E.W. mem- 
bers, It seems quite unfair that con- 
struction contmctorB should have to 
|uiy retirement benefits which will 
go to the emplt>yes of the power com- 
panies who do not pay into I he fund, 

I must say, however, that there 
w^ere other speakers present from 
both management and labor w’ho were 
const i-uctive in that they out 

our actual faults and suggested ways 
to avoid them, I was informed by 
other delegates lliat much more was 
accomplished at our Progress Meet- 
ings than at these state conventions. 
However, 1 suppose that wc must have 
them, if only to remind our employers 
that we are or gfi nixed and intend to 
exploit that fact. 

The Georgia State Fetieratimv of 
Labor, whose convention was May 
10, 20 and 21 st, was quite a Buce<'Ks 
in that much needed information was 
brought to us by able speakers; and, 
many constructive resolutions were 
adopted. 

The tremendous success of lalmr in 
our neighboring state of Alabama in 
the last political election of and 

national office ra reminds us that the 
L.L.P.E, is effective. The anti-lalmr 
law, (right to scab) i*ecently passed, 
will no doubt bi‘ rcpenlGd, and the it? 
is good assurance that there will be a 
minimum of anti-labor legislation en- 
acted for the next four years. 

It is iitmic that in this country, 
whose propagamlists drill into us con- 
stantly that eve ly one is equal, that 
organize<I management can spend any 
amount to elect their political friends 
whereas, organized labor is not 
initterl to s)iemj any. Any money 
sptmt must enme from the pockets of 
individuals as personal contnbutinns. 
As distasteful as it sounds, it is a 
fact that moniy buys votes! If you 
will consider your donation as buying 


a vote, then you can consider your 
money well invested. It is for the 
workers in Alabama at any rate. 

There is a huge anil expanding 
new school building program here in 
Georgia, Howx*ver, the School Boanl 
is letting contracts to out-of-Stute 
non-union contractors whose wages 
are sub-standard. While organized 
labor has taken steps to do ,s<>mething 
about it, it is amusing to note that 
even the unorganized are striking for 
better wages. ! miglit adtl that a ma- 
jor portimi of the cost of these buUd- 
ings is borne by the working people 
of this state through a sales tax, 

Bmther C. K, Murphy of our lo- 
cal, who is president of the Centra! 
Labor Union presided at the opening 
of the State Federation of Labor 
Convention. The Refreshment com- 
nuttee was caiiqiosed of Charles Mor- 
ris, Mill on Pow'ell and Josh Roljerts. 
They providwl refreshments; and, 
from what 1 hear, many of the delcf- 
gates availed themselves of this 
southern hostdtality. 

Since la.*?! writing, our local has 
purchased a house untl lot. Our plans 
are to remorlel the building so that 
we can have a liome and office of our 
own. The building committee, com- 
posed of C. C. Driver, W, W. Reeves 
and W. R. Loggins, ilid an exctdlenl 
job in locating and negotiating the 
purchase of this praperty. They are 
now in the planning stage of remmlel- 
ing the houst*. This writer cannot 
praise too highly the work of this 
committee, inasmuch as they are un- 
paid and devote not only th(dr time 
and ability, but money. Mcmhi^rs 
who work on commiltee.s of this ty]»e 
can only he described as unselfish.

Mentions Projects 
In TV A Area Progress 
L. r. siH. I'Anrt'Aii. ky.— wp, ti»- 

members of Local Union 8H», are in* 
lU-ed hafqiy for the developnipiit that 
has made lots of employment pos* 
sible in our Jurisdiction. Our local 
memljers have h<»en very busy for 
the past fhi-ee and a half years and 
for aliout three years we have had 
ajiproxi mutely 2,40U rneml^ers of other 
local unions from over the good oM 
U-S..A. working with us, and wc ai‘e 
very proud of them. 

At present our work has drop per I 
off considerably. The huge Shawnee 
Steam Generating PlunI; being built 
by TALA, made it [toast hie for the 
Atomic Energy Commission to build 
a billion dollar .Atomic Energy Plant 
in our JunstiicUon. The men of Lo- 
cal U nion 81 A and id her lucal un- 
ions are helping to build the second 


largest steam plant in the worhl. 
Some 3S0 cdectridans of this 1*50 
man local are employed by T.V.A. at 
I he Shawnee Piojcct, divided into 
about 25 crews of electricians. They 
are building Hvvitclryards, installing 
transformers, generator, and all 
other eleetiicnl equifiment for thin 
12 Ifi, 00(1,000 job. 

Ground was liroken for the Shaw- 
nee Plant in January 1951 and in 
April 1953 the first ten 150,000 kw 
units began proiluring t^ower for the 
Atomic Energy Commission. Ttaluy 
the plant is about threcj-fourthi com- 
pdete, four units are supplying 14,- 
400,000 kilowatt hours daily to the 
A.E-C. The project is to be completed 
late next year and will be the second 
largest steam-idpctric plant in the 
world, being exceeded in outimt by 
the TALA. Kingston Plant near Oak 
Ridge, The Shawnee Plant is one of 
six large steam-electric generating 
Stations now under construction by 
TA^.A. The total capacity of these 
jdants when comtdetod will lu* 5,- 
500, omt kw. 

Fur LVio Ijenefil uf LR.E.W. wor kers 
throughout thf‘ United States, wlu» 
may Iw interested in the T.V.A. rec- 
ord the following facts may he of 
some interest. 

The present TALA, generating ca- 
pacity of over five million kw makes 
it the largest int regrated powder sys- 
tem in the Unitwl States. Its |nower 
is approxiniaUdy 40 jierceiit steam 
generated. Ry the end of 193G, 
scheduled powei^ cajiacity will W 
nearly 10 million kw, approx inmiidy 
(i3 percent of which will lie steam 
gimerated. This large capacity Is the 
direct result of the trememlous de- 
mand foi' electric iiowcr created by 
the Federal Gfivei'iimenUs atomic en- 
ergy installations in and neai‘ the 
Tennessee Valley, These requirements 
made it necessary for T.V.A, to turn 
to steam to supply a power demand 
w'hich a few year's ago would have 
bed'll considered fantastic* By Hl5(i 
jibnut half of the TVLA total will bi- 
usi^d by the AFC installations at 
Paducah and Oak Ridge, These and 
other defense agencies in the valley 
will use nearly 30 billion kilowatt 
hour.q :i year, more power than was 
sold in any one of 47 of the 48 
states in 1952. 

The Shawnee I'innt was authorized 
fiilimving a decision in the fall of 
1950 by the Atomic Energy Commi.s- 
sioii to construct a gaseous diffusion 
plant near Paducah, Kentucky- The 
A EC, on very short notice, asked TV A 
to develop a proposal to supply one 
million kilowatts of power for thi* 
proposed new plnnl. The TA’^A plan 
was accepted in N'ovember of 1950. 
However, in thf* following month. 
ABC suddenly iimmunced that it had 
accepted the propfisal of a newly 
formed private utility company to 
supply half of the power required, 
thus splitting the load. The TVA 
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proposal was then revised and ac- 
cepted by the AEC The new utility’s 
power was to be supplied by a plant 
to be built on the rig-ht bank of the 
Ohio at Joppa, Tllinots. Since the T\^\ 
cheap hydro power was largely coni- 
mitled, the logical answer for the 
TV A portion of the load was a st cam- 
el ec trie plant huilt near the load cen- 
ter. This was further made practical 
by the large coal deposits in the sur- 
rounding area. The pi'esenl Slutwnee 
Plant was the answer, A site was se- 
lected on the Ohio River apynoxi- 
jnately K1 miles downstieam from 
Ihulucah and named from the piimi- 
tive trullan tribes which inhabited the 
area many years ago. 

Actual work began cm the project 
till January fl, 1951, and IREW work- 
ers were among the first on the job. 
Twenty -seven months later, the first 
of the Id generators had joined the 
TVA system. Less than two centuries 
ago, the Shawnees chipped flints for 
vveapons in this vicinity. Today, the 
Shawnee Steam Plant generates 
power to split the atom. 

The original authorisation was for 
four units to cost 500,000 or 
$147.50 per kw of capacity. A short 
lime later, at the request of A EC the 
Congress authorized six additional 
units, making the total cost 210 mil- 
lion and reducing the pen' kilr>watt 
cost to $145,00. Costs tVius fai' are 
well within the (jriginal estimates. 

Including the brick and glass smw- 
iee bay at the upstream tuul, the 
length of the Shawrine Plant’s 10-imit 
powerhouse as it parallels the Ohio 
Kivau', is UhlJ feet. Structural steel 
forms the framework. That portion 
hou.stng the 10 boilers, the coal bimk’ 
ers, and related equipment rises 100 
feet above the groumi and is sheathed 
in maroon asbestos protected coitu- 
gated metal. The adjoining turbo- 
generator room is encased rn brick 
and glass block. The basement floor 
of the pfmerhouse is 40 feet below 
ground, A total of 285,000 cubic 
yards of concrete will l>e used; enough 
cimcrete to build a ‘iO-foot wide, 6- 
inch highway slab fi-om Paducah to 
St, Louis. The condeTvser,s— one under 
mull ill rhino — are installed in the 
basement. For the lo imits, they will 
use water from the t>hio River at the 
rate of over one million gallons per 


minute to condense the steam ex- 
hausted from the turbines. This is 
approximately a bilhoii aiul a half 
gallons per *lay, more than enough 
water to provide a domestic supply 
for the metropolitan district of New 
York, and emphasizes the need for 
locating large steam plants near 
large water sources. 

A Bingle file of 10 outside stacks 
will lower 2.50 Feet into the sky along 
the rive I' side of the boiler room. 
These slacks— of conciete iined with 
brick — are firmly anchored 56 feet 
into the ground. The width of the 
liowerhnu.se including the area re- 
quircfl for the stacks is feet at 
ground level. 

On the land side of the generator 
room ia the switchyard. Here the 
energy which has been gcnef?Ued by 
the units at 18,000 volts and stepped 
up by transformers to llilJHlO volts is 
distributed over the TVA system. 
The HLunit plant — if operatcnl at 80 
percent plant load factor^ — ^will con- 
sume approximately four million tuns 
of cfial antiually and generate 10 bil- 
lion kilowatt-hours of energy. This 
amounts to about 42 percent of the 
energy gerterated by the enliie sys- 
tem in the fiscal year 195H. Coa! con- 
tracted for by TV .A for J^hawnee and 
other plants will provide work for 
in, IKK) coai miners. 

At pj'osent, major construct ion work 
rm the first four units is complete ami 
the plant Is generating a total of 
14, 4(10, OIK) kwh of electricity daily. 
The frmi'th unit was plact^d in com- 
mercial operation January H, 1054, 
bringing capacity to OOIUKKI kw and 
making it the second hugest gen- 
erating unit in the TVA system. The 
JohiisonviUe riant in Tennessee is 
generating more power at pi i sent. 

The plant is operated by a pmana- 
neiit staff of ab*mt vtOfl employes, a 
large mirnber of whom are Irainees. 
Upon completion, there will he about 
450 employed to operate Ibc plant. 
Const ruction workers at present total 
2ji00 abmii 225 of whom are con- 
tractors’ employes. 

Tn addition to the Shawnee Plant 
and I hi' Power System, the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority has a vital lu- 
te rest ill control of Hoods, river 
Lnuisportiition, fertillKer development, 
impmvcfi land use, ffwest file control, 


recreational facilities and other activ- 
ities for the iKuiefit of the people of 
the Tennessee Valley and the nation 
as a whole. 

There are now 29 major dams in 
the sy.stem, which is the fourth larg- 
est in the United States, with 12 
million acre feet of flood wmtei' stor- 
age which in addition to benefiting the 
cities along the Tennessee such as 
Chattanooga, exert a beneficial flood 
control efl'('ct on the lower Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers, Flood cnntio] 
benefits to date have been estimated 
at 51 minion dollars. 

The 680 -mile navigation channel 
provides a minimum 11-foot th'pth 
for barges and tow boats over river 
reaches which wore as low as a fool 
in 1988. During the last fiscal year, 
800 million ton-miies of freight were 
transported saving shippers 111 mil- 
lion dcdlars and reducing the dtdivered 
price of such things as coal, sand and 
gravel, gasoline and many other 
items. 

Other benefits and opportunities 
created by the system were tin? rec- 
reational facilities along the TVA 
lakes valued at 4H million, Invested in 
250 private businesses, grossing five 
million dollars last year. Commercial 
operators have? harvested two million 
pounds of fislr and 8,01 JO tons of mus- 
sel shells (to manufacture buttons) 
earning over $800,000. 

Mosquito control measures dovt-1- 
oped hy TVA have virtually elimi- 
nated mnlurta in the Tennessee Val- 
ley. 

Great progrt>s.s wuis made in ferti- 
lizer development by TVA facilities. 
Over 4(K>,0Ht> tons were manufactured 
and test clcmonsi rat ions made on 
2400 private farms in 21 stales. Over 
the some 08 JW fanners have 

paiticipated in these demuiistration 
pmgrams. .As it result of the forestry 
program Ifi and a half million seed- 
lings wei'c phi n ted in the valley. 

In the TVA area, mdustnalizatlon 
has been more rapid than in the rest 
of the .south. Between 1929 and I95fl 
the number of jobs in manufacturing 
establishments increased by 72 per- 
cent as compared with 41 peiccnl for 
the nation as a wh<de. The per capita 
income incif'iised I'roni 44 to HI |ior- 
cent of the national average. IVrhaps 
the best emmuent on the increased

This plant consists of two 85,tU)0 
K.W. outdoor steam turbine <lriven 
generators and is the largesi and 
most nnaiem plant in the state of

mother of two children, and w-idow of 
the late Reverend Malcolm Rowe. 
Young Reverend Rowe died of bulbar 
pnho in a Syracuse hospital ufler a 
six-montlr fight in an iron hmg. 

Mrs. Rowe expressed her feelings on 
fvolio inoculations in the schwils, to the 
execuUve editor of the Syrantyt

when I say that the possibjlity that 
l*olio may have lieen conquered is so

'*But so tmich ivork has gone into 
this research, so many years of *?fTort 
by fine scientist h that, T, at least, have 
the greatest confidence that polio has 
been conquert^tl. ^Vhen the cx|»erta of 
great universities and the research 
foundations and the U. S. Health Ite- 
f>artment alt concur and an i^xpori- 
ment of the scojie of this one is under- 
taken, we have reason for more than 
hope. 

*'But more im|Portant is the elTect 
on the children themselves. They can- 
not know the fears of their parents, 
but they have, many of them, seen 
the effects of |K)lio on playmates, or 
somehow* acqujretl an unspoken fear 
subconsciously.

W'e sliould mention, too, that 
tliroiiirlicmf the area, thei-e are do?.- 
eiLs upon dojcens of pi>ok, some 
boiIin*j anti iimtldy, some hoiling 
and dear, some ugly and (it fill, 
others extremely liemitifiiL One of 
these latter is “ilorning Olory 
Pool/* etm.sidered one of the most 
iH^aiitifiii blue pools in the j>ark. 
Its deep bine color is seen only 
when tlie blue sky is reflected in 
its transparent water. It tlerives 
its name not just from its color but 
from its shape, since its bmimlaries 
curve outward giving it the beau- 
tiful trumpet shape of a morning 
glory in full bloouL 

After the thermal iminifesta- 
t.ions, porhaps (he next greatest 
source of pleasure ami interest in 
Vellovvstone is its wihllife. Yellow* 
stone is one of the larg(‘sl wildlife 
sanctuaries in the worhl \'isitors 
to the park may view many ani- 
mals from the highway, but the 
qiiitU watcher on the trails is sure 
to deer, hears, dk, aiitelopei?, 
mountain slicep, moose, buffalo and 
coyotes. 

Bears arc among the animals 
most fretpieiitly seen in the park — 
Ijrown, cimuinion and black heai^ 
are coni moil and even the huge 
grizzlies are found. The liears ap* 
pcfir very friendly. They are often 
louTid padding along the higfnvaVj 
somtU imes nccompanicd by their 
eul>s. They will come up to parked 
cars and lieg for sweets. However, 
they are nut to he Irusled and vis- 
itors jirc warned to be carefiiL 

Nature lovers, in addition to the 
enjoyment they will derivf' from 
seeing wild aiiinials (not .so wild) 
in their native Imhitat, will enjoy 
the variety of birds who make Vcl* 
luw.Htone their home, and wild 
tiower add lets will find hun<irc<ls 
of exipilsilc specimens there. 

Some of our readers may he in- 
teri’sicd in the latest census by the 
park sii pc rinteiulcnt of the promi- 
nent wild aniimils living within Hie 
conhne.s of Yellowstone. Then^ are 
3G0 black heai^s, ISO grizzlies, 170 
biglitmi mountain sheep, tt7o luif- 
falo. 000 mule ileer, 15,000 elk 
(wapiti), 400 moose, and 270 antc- 
loi*e. The superintendent also re- 


ports tliat mount a in lions ami 
wolves are rari' in the juirk. And 
badger, red fox, l\iix, rniiskiat and 
otter arc not common, while heaver 
and pine marten arc. 

It would take a book a dozen 
timt^ the size of our whole doim- 
XAL to tell you all the wonders 
which ilother Nature has created 
for ns in this modern wonder of 
our worhl. 

Before we close our story nliout 
this wonderful park, we want to 
make mention of anotlier beautiful 
area whieli visitors to Yellowstone 
should not miss. Y(ni will see pic- 
tures on these page.s taken in firaml 
Teton National Ibirk, only a few 
miles from Yellowstijm/s entrance. 
The 485 square miles of I Ids park 
with its dramatic peaks — the 
fTriind Tetons — which dominate a 
vast sweep of sage hriisli plain, of* 
fer scencii of endless inspiring 
beauty to aiijsls and photognipb- 
ers. Here are forests and massive 
rock, blue lakes — Jemiy Lake is one 
of the lovelie.st in the world — fleli- 
catc waterfalls, I'Xfiuisitc wihl flow-

me give ,vou a few examples. 

Jewel-weed is one of our most 
charming wihl Ilowei-s. It has a 
ricli yellow orehid-like bhissom 
spotted with red, and many call it 
‘ * W i Id Lmly Slipper. ^ ’ Chi Idren 
from time invmemorial, however, 
have called it '* Touch-Me-Not " ' he- 
eaiist' it has elastic little seed |>ods 
which exfilode throwing out the 
sml.H when it is touched ever m 
lightly, fmpttfienH hi flora is the 
scientifie name of this beauty and 
it is truly mi ** impatient flower, 
n^sfuirceful and prolific, so anxious 
to propagate itself that it shoots 
its seeds through the air. 

Learning the metliods cm plo.ved 
I>y Mowers to firopagate them- 
.selves conM form a whole hobby 
in itself. Vov instance. Hie Yucca 
Flower and the Yucca ^loili luive 
set up a most mi usual partnership. 
At flight tln« tVmale S’licca ^loth 
visits tlie Yucca blossoms anti 
scrajtes the anlhei-H Imre of pollen. 
This she makes into a hall. When 
enough flowei*s have lieeii visited 
to tiinke a ball two or three times 
as large as her own head, the motli 
Mies to jinother blossom whose 
pistil bas reaelied the receptive 
stage. With lier ovii>ositor, she 
fiiakes an incision in tbe i>istil, puts 
her egg into the eiit, and Hum runs 
to the top of the stigma and rams 
the pollen into the fiumel, which 
insures the setting of the seed, mid 
the propagatHui of both tlie inseel 
and the flower. 

There are some Mowers, like tbe 
milkweeds, that grip tlie legs of 
inHcet visitors and liold them fast. 
Ah \ha insect tries to free its 
tratqied limb, it also pulls ‘^saddle- 
bags’’ or pollen free wliich, adlnTe 
to its leg, Flyifig away to iinotlier 
flower then, tlie sadillebags gc» 
along and are di^jmsitfsl on some 
reeejviive stigma. 

The facts on plant battles for 
i'xistcncc — here as in Hie animal 
woj‘ld, it is a case of the survival 
of the fittest — are interesting to 
Hie wild llower Imlibyisf, The story 
of Imw inw^etivorou.s plants like 
tlie Pitcher Plant trap insects, is 
a paiM of the flower hobby, inter- 
est ing to explore.
